PADDY Power has not 
given up hope of 
becoming Newmar¬ 
ket’s 12th betting shop 
- and is taking its fight 
to the Government. 

The controversial 
plans by Ireland’s biggest 
bookmaker were thrown 
out by Forest Heath 
district councillors at the 
start of June. 

But Paddy Power has refused 
to throw in the towel, and has 
lodged an appeal with the 
Secretary of State. 

A spokesman for the com¬ 
pany said: “We are looking to 
appeal on the grounds that if 
their own planning officer was 
recommending it for approval, 
clearly we have what we believe 
must be a strong case that ticks 
Newmarket’s requirements.” 

He added they were seeking 
clarification on the percentage 
of shops which have to be 
available for use as retail units 
in the town, and said the 
betting shop would bring jobs. 

He said: “There are a number 
of closed shops on Newmarket 
High Street and we believe 
opening one of those up would 
be beneficial to the area.” 
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But Paddy Power’s plans for 
96 High Street have met with 
hostility from retailers. 

Julie Eden, a member of 
Newmarket Retailers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, said: “It has been to the 
town council once, it has been 
to Forest Heath twice, and it’s 
now going to the Secretary of 
State.” 

“I just wonder how many 
times do Paddy Power actually 
need to be turned down before 
they accept that another 
bookmakers is not wanted or 
needed in Newmarket? 

“It just seems absolutely 
bizarre that in the face of so 
much negative publicity about 
it - I have not spoken to 
anybody who wants another 
bookmakers here - they still 
persist in going ahead.” 

Newmarket Town Council 
resolved at a meeting on 
Monday to write to the 
Planning Inspectorate 
repeating their objection to the 
proposals. 

Cllr Keith Bovill, New¬ 
market’s mayor, said: “Enough’s 
enough on betting shops 
because I’m confident that is 
what our community would 
say.”

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Thousands 
rallying to 
bin-a-blade 
amnesty 



MORE than 4,300 knives have been 
handed in around the county as the 
year-long Bin A Blade knife amnesty 
reaches its halfway point. 

One of the county’s two mobile bins 
will remain in Newmarket for the 
month, while permanent bins are 
placed outside police stations in 
Mildenhall, Bury St Edmunds, 
Lowestoft and Ipswich. 

Just last month, almost 500 knives 
were dropped into the six bins and 
since December, when the campaign 
was launched, 4,327 sharp or bladed 
items have been deposited. 

A black-handled kitchen knife, 
pictured, was found in the car park of 
Our Lady Immaculate and St 
Etheldreda Roman Catholic Church in 
Exeter Road, Newmarket, by Paul 
Duckett, who is living in Fordham. 

He said covered the knife with gravel 
so that only the handle was showing, 
and reported it to Newmarket police. 
He said: “If a boy of 15 or 16 got it, he 
could be messing about with his mates 
and the next thing you know it could 
cut someone’s throat.” 

Chief Constable Simon Ash of Suffolk 
police said: “Four thousand three 
hundred knives is an astonishing 
number and I am very pleased that 
they are still being handed in, making 
Suffolk safer with every blade binned. 
Every knife is deposited anonymously 
whether at a permanent bin outside 
stations or the mobile bins inside 
inquiry offices.” 

He added: “The mobile bins will be 
visiting more police stations over the 
coming months to ensure unwanted 
and illegal knives are taken out of 
circulation and harm’s way.” 

The deposited knives will be taken to 
Sackers Recycling in Great Blakenham, 
and when the amnesty finishes in 
December. 

The amnesty was inspired by Holly 
Watson, 18, whose brother, Lewis, was 
fatally stabbed in Sudbury in 
September 2009. 


Centre hosts

A HOST of sports were laid on for all to try at 
a leisure centre’s Paralympic Day. 

Visitors to Newmarket Leisure Centre on 
Saturday got stuck in to a variety of sports 
including ice sledge hockey, disability 
football and wheelchair tennis. 

Goalball, which sees visually impaired 
teams try to roll a ball containing a bell past 
the other team, was added into the mix for 
the first time this year. 

Jonnie Peacock, a London 2012 
Paralympic hopeful, made an appearance to 
speak about the world of Paralympic sports, 
sign autographs, and took part in the 
sessions playing disability football, table 
cricket and Boccia, a game comparable to 
bowls. 

Keiran Williams, the event coordinator, 
said: “We have had a fantastic day. Lots of 
people came down and tried new sports. The 
sledge hockey was great, it looked so much 
fun, we have had loads of people playing 
table cricket as well as all the other sports. I 
would like to thank Jonnie Peacock for 
coming down - he really is an inspiration.”

Circus performers’ 
deaths ‘accidental’

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VERDICTS of accidental 
death have been recorded on 
two circus performers who 
were killed in a smash on the 
All. 

Members of the Romiero troupe 
had been sheltering in their 
caravan after their people carrier 
got a puncture, when it was 
wrecked in a collision with a van in 
March last year, an inquest was 
told. 

Rita De Cassia Silva, 50, died at 
the scene and Driele Castilho Lima, 
19, died a week later at Adden- 
brooke’s Hospital. 

Rita Silva had suffered multiple 
injuries and Driele Lima died from 
multiple organ failure. 

Coroner Belinda Cheney said van 
driver Ian Cooper, of Mattishall, 
Norfolk, had been charged with 
causing death by dangerous driving 
after the crash but had been found 
not guilty after a trial in Cambridge. 


The troupe, from Brazil, had 
been travelling in a Chrysler people 
carrier, which had been towing 
their caravan. 


When the people carrier got a 
puncture they pulled off the road 
near the Four Went Ways junction 
at about 6.30am. Members of the 


troupe then sheltered in the 
caravan to keep warm. 

A van, driven by Mr Cooper, hit 
the caravan, causing extensive 
damage. 

Mrs Cheney said: “They were 
involved in a road traffic accident 
on March 7, 2010. There were a 
number of people in the caravan at 
the time who received injuries.” 

A week-long trial at Cambridge 
Crown Court earlier this year heard 
that the troupe had performed in 
Great Yarmouth the night before 
and was heading for Sicily for its 
next dates. 

Two children and nine adults 
were in the seven-seat vehicle 
when it broke down, leaving the 
caravan partially on the carriage¬ 
way. 

Mr Cooper said he had no 
memory of seeing the caravan until 
it “exploded” into his vision as he 
drove to work at the Olympics site 
at Stratford in London. 

The 31-year-old denied being 
distracted by his mobile phone or 
sat-nav and broke down in tears 
after being cleared. 



Phone-hack police meet Soham parents 


THE parents of murdered Soham 
schoolgirls Holly Wells and Jessica 
Chapman have been contacted by 
detectives investigating phone 
hacking at the News of the World. 

MPs were due to have an 
emergency debate yesterday on 
whether to hold a public inquiry 
into the phone-hacking scandal 
following claims a private 


investigator working for the News of 
the World hacked into murdered 
schoolgirl Milly Dowler’s phone 
after she went missing. 

A police source has now 
confirmed relatives of Holly and 
Jessica, pictured, were also visited 
by Scotland Yard officers several 
months ago. 

A Cambridgeshire Police 


spokesman said: “Both families 
have been contacted by officers 
from the Metropolitan Police and 
are assisting with them with their 
inquiries.” 

Soham’s MP has condemned the 
phone-hacking allegations as “truly 
appalling”. 

James Paice, said: “I condemn all 
phone-hacking and these latest 
allegations concerning the parents 


of Holly Wells and Jessica 
Chapman, as well as Milly Dowler, 
are truly appalling and need to be 
investigated urgently and 
thoroughly by the relevant 
authorities. 

“Should they be proven then I 
hope that swift and decisive action 
will be taken against the 
perpetrators.” 
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Violence fear 
charge admitted 

A MAN has pleaded guilty to 
putting a person in fear of 
violence during an incident 
in Mildenhall last year. 
Appearing at Ipswich Crown 
Court on Friday, Ali Sourani, 

28, admitted the offence 
which took place in Selwyn 
Close on April 2, 2010. 
Sourani, of Raingate Street, 
Bury St Edmunds, pleaded 
not guilty to three other 
alleged offences which the 
court heard were not being 
pursued by the Crown 
Prosecution Service. 

Judge John Devauxtold 
Sourani that he would 
continue to be remanded in 
custody until he is 
sentenced on Friday, July 

29. 

Man arrested 
over rave 

A 25-YEAR-OLD man has 
been arrested on suspicion 
of organising an 
unauthorised licensable 
event following an illegal 
rave at Barton Mills on 
Sunday, June 12. 

About 200 people and 70 
vehicles were on site for the 
rave, and a fire in a barn 
took place during the event.

Street lights will 
go off next year 


THE scheme to dim or switch 
off most of Newmarket’s 
streetlights during part of the 
night will come into operation 
next March. 

Out of Newmarket’s total of 1,821 
lights, 1,423 will be subject to part-night 
lighting or dimming between midnight 
and 5.30am. 

The Suffolk County Council initiative 
is being rolled out across the county 
over the next 18 months, and will see 
darkness descend on parts of Ipswich, 
Bury St Edmunds and Lowestoft before 
the scheme comes to Newmarket. 

The council hopes to save £550,000 
through the scheme, and move a step 
closer to its goal of reducing the 
county’s C02 emissions by 60 per cent 
by 2025. 

The scheme will be achieved through 
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Telensa’s Intelligent Street Lighting 
System, which can control individual 
streetlights and can be adapted to suit 
seasonal changes. 

Roads exempt from the changes will 
include those where CCTV cameras are 
operating, town centres and pedestrian 
crossings. In Newmarket, Exning Road, 
Bury Road and Lordham Road will be 
among the areas in the town not 
subject to the changes. 

Richard Webster, electrical services 
manager at Suffolk County Council, 
gave a presentation to Newmarket 
Town Council on Monday. He said the 
scheme’s beauty was its flexibility. 

He said the lights could be left on on 
individual routes people use to walk 


home from the town’s pubs and clubs. 
He added that the idea had been raised 
that, in time, emergency services 
travelling to the scene of an accident 
could have the lights switched on to 
help. 

Mr Webster stressed that crime levels 
in areas where similar schemes have 
been implemented have remained the 
same or dropped. 

In the future, he said, taller street 
lights could be subject to dimming. 

The scheme will be assessed on a 
monthly basis after its introduction, 
and residents can submit their 
comments on the streetlight maps 
produced on the council’s website.

‘No response’ from pubs to peeing problems 


PUBS and clubs have yet to 
respond to a council call for 
suggestions on how to rid 
the town of the problem of 
people peeing in public. 

Newmarket Town Council 
wrote to the town’s 
nightspots following a 
council meeting on June 6 to 
ask for their suggestions on 
how to tackle the problem of 
revellers relieving 

themselves in the streets 
after a night on the town. 

But, at a meeting of the 
council on Monday, town 
clerk Isabelle Barrett said: “I 
have not had a response 
from any of them.” 


Cllr Shirley Crickmere 
said: “It’s a real big problem, 
I don’t know whether you 
dear people go out at night 
and see what happens but I 
have observed quietly, it’s 
appalling.” 

Ms Barrett said a 
Newmarket landlord had 
mentioned a scheme to her 
that took place in parts of 
Wales which had proved 
quite effective. 

Speaking after the 
meeting, she said: “He said 
they came up with a 
scheme, it’s a bit like a 
naming and shaming. They 
would give them a piece of 


kit and they would have to 
clean up after themselves.” 

The council did not 
pursue the suggestion. 

The council also wrote to 
police after the June 6 
meeting to ask them to carry 
out a crackdown on people 
caught urinating in public. 

Insp Neil Ireland said in a 
report to the council: “I will 
ensure that the requirement 
to deal with such disgraceful 
behaviour positively is 
reinforced with officers. 

“I would also ask the town 
council to consider 
providing facilities for the 
public as there are none in 
town when they leave the 


pubs and clubs.” 

The council felt the 
responsibility of paying for 
extra conveniences should 
rest with the watering holes 
rather than the council 
itself. 

The council has resolved 
to obtain a quote for some 
loos, and write to the 
nightspots again to suggest 
a meeting and to suggest 
they could contribute 
towards the cost. 

Dylan Lame, of 
Newmarket Pubwatch, said 
the problem would be 
discussed at the next 
meeting of Pubwatch at the 
end of the month. 


Girl attacked 
by man on 
bridleway 

A MAN attempted to force himself on a 
teenage girl on a bridleway in Red Lodge. 

The victim was walking along the route 
near Hundred Acre Way at about 6am on 
Sunday, June 19 when she was grabbed by 
a tall, thin, white man in his 20s. 

She managed to fight him off and fled 
the scene. 

The attacker had a deep voice, and was 
wearing a black hooded top, blue jeans, 
black Nike trainers, a bandana and ski 
mask at the time of the attack. 

He was also said to have “rough, bony 
hands”. 

A spokesman for Suffolk police said: 
“This incident was reported to Suffolk 
Police a number of days after it occurred 
and as such detectives have had to 
ascertain exactly what has taken place and 
construct an accurate sequence of events. 

“Our officers have already explored a 
number of lines of inquiry and are now 
asking for information from members of 
the public.”

Jockey Fallon 
spared driving 
ban by court 

WORLD-famous jockey Kieren Lallon has 
avoided a driving ban after arguing it 
would cause him exceptional hardship. 

The 46-year-old, of Bury Road, 
Newmarket, had been convicted in 
January of failing to identify a driver 
caught travelling at 81mph in a 70mph 
limit in a car registered to Lallon on the 
A1 at Barrowby, near Grantham, on May 1 
last year. 

But at Lincoln Magistrates’ Court on 
Lriday, June 24, Lallon denied he had 
been the driver of the car. He said: “I had 
a driver for a week because I was going to 
Scotland. We had his name and date of 
birth but didn’t have his address.” 

Representing himself, he said he could 
not afford to hire a full-time driver, and he 
argued a driving ban would cause him 
exceptional hardship because it would 
make it harder for him to secure rides, 
and make it more difficult to pick up his 
children who live in Wigan with his 
former wife. 

The magistrates added six penalty 
points to his licence, which now carries 
15, and fined him £2,770. He is also 
required to pay £150 prosecution costs 
and a £15 victim surcharge.

Hard work is paying 
off for village school 

Fresh start after special measures blow 


HARD work is paying off 
after a village school placed 
in special measures was 
found by inspectors to be 
making good progress. 

Kettlefields Primary School, 
Dullingham, was placed in special 
measures after an Ofsted 
inspection in September last year 
found teaching at the school was 
“inadequate”. 

Big changes have taken place at 
the school since the inspection. 
Headteacher Carol Meek resigned, 
and 11 of the school’s 13 governors 
have left their posts. 

A new governing body and senior 
management team took 
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responsibility for the school in 
lanuary. 

The monitoring inspection on 
Wednesday, lune 15, led by David 
lones, found the 118-pupil school 
has made good progress since both 
its placement in special measures 
and the first monitoring 
inspection. 

Elaine Lynch, the school’s new 
headteacher, said: “We were very 
pleased with the report; we feel it 
has been a strong team effort and 
everybody has contributed. 

“Staff and governors have 
worked very hard, parents have 


supported us and the children have 
played their part in it and we are 
working positively to rebuild the 
school. I’m delighted Ofsted have 
recognised that.” 

The school had been urged to 
work towards regaining the 
confidence of parents and staff, to 
improve behaviour, increase the 
capacity of its leaders, and make 
sure the quality of the teaching and 
support leads to youngsters making 
consistently good progress. 

The recent inspection found the 
school had improved in all these 
areas. The report said: “Good 
behaviour was evident throughout 
this visit; the improvement in 
teaching combined with the 
school’s high expectations were 


significant factors. 

“In lessons, pupils co-operated 
well with their peers and 
responded to effective teaching 
with a ‘buzz’ of excitement and a 
competitive urge to show what they 
knew, understood and could do.” 

It found the students were 
making satisfactory and often good 
progress, and parents are feeling 
positive about the teaching, 
leadership, the governors’ role and 
communication from the school. 

It added teaching and learning 
has come on leaps and bounds 
since January, and the schools 
plans for its improvement are good 
and have been well managed. 


Warning after 
‘death threat’ 
email scam 

POLICE are urging residents to be on their 
guard after a Newmarket man received an 
email making threats on his life unless he 
paid £10,000. 

The email, which was poorly written and 
confusing in places, said a group of people 
had been hired to kill him, but upon paying 
the money the contract would be cancelled. 

The email then explained the victim 
would receive information he could use to 
get the group arrested. 

The man went to the police, and 
investigations revealed it is a known email 
scam which started in America. 

Police have advised residents to be aware 
that banks, companies and HM Revenue 
and Customs will never ask for your 
username, passwords and personal details 
via email. 

They have recommended attachments 
and links in spam emails should not be 
opened, and advised against replying to or 
unsubscribing from spam, because it 
confirms your email account is active.

613500. Scam emails can be reported to 
Action Fraud, the UK’s national fraud 
reporting centre.

Hotel is judged 
five-star for food 

A NEWMARKET hotel has been awarded a 
five-star rating for its food hygiene.

A balance of 
interests must 
be found on 
development 

Sir, there has been recent 
comment regarding the 
Queensbury Lodge scaffolding, 
citing the fiction that Newmarket 
racing interests have “hundreds of 
years” of planning regulation 
protection. 

The fact is that the fabled Racing 
Charter of 1966 was not ratified 
and current racing policies are 
not irrevocable. 

There has also been recent 
comment in respect of the 
demolition but curent lack of 
rebuilding at Holland House. 
Possibly the new owners have 
calculated they are unlikely to 
recoup the purchase price, let 
alone rebuilding costs from sale 
or rent of a training yard in the 
current financial climate. 
Personally I would allow 
alternative use of a few yards 
which seem to have 
insurmountable traffic safety 
problems. Proceeds from sale of 
such sites could be used to buy in 
better locations with easier access 
to the training grounds. 

One must wonder, however, who 
will have the resources to fill the 
yards, yet alone shoes, of the 
major trainers who, like us all, are 
not getting younger. 

Recent reductions in the number 
of foals bred and horses in 
training suggests that racing, if 
not in decline, is going through a 
period of economic adjustment, 
mirroring the national economy. 
National problems, I believe, were 
fuelled by the erroneous notion 
that an ever-rising stock market 
would fund endowments to pay 
mortgages and credit cards and 
provide homes and pensions for 
all. Racing’s financial error was he 
idea that more and more owners 
would have limitless funds to buy 
more and more horses, relying on 
an infinite number of low-paid 
staff. 

In the 60s, Newmarket’s 
horseracing population was circa 
800, in 1992 it was about 1,720. I 
am not sure of today’s numbers 
but a substantial portion of those 
are Sheikh-owned. 

Luckily, following the May 
elections, there are a few racing 
folk engaging in the local 
democratic process: district 
councillor Tim Huggan was a 
travelling head lad, town 
councillor foy Uney is a veteran of 
the 1975 stable staff strike; town 
and district councillor Rachel 
Hood is the new chair of the 
Racehorse Owners’ Association. 
Let’s hope they and fellow 
councillors can find a happy 
balance of racing, town and 
district interests. Finally, would 
not the portion of Palace House 
Stables designated for racehorse 
rehabiltation be better used for 
the school play area? Racehorses 
should surely be rehabilitated in 
fields, not town centres.

Council chief 
quits - with a 
year’s salary

ANDREA Hill - the 
£ 218 , 000 -a-year chief 
executive of Suffolk 
County Council - stood 
down this week after 
allegations over staff 
welfare and expenses 
claims. 

Mrs Hill, who had been on 
extended leave since Easter 
following a complaint from a 
whistle-blower over the death of 
a senior official, will receive a 
year’s pay. 

An independent inquiry was 
launched after 51-year-old David 
White, the head of legal services, 
was found hanged in Butley 
Woods, near Woodbridge, on 
April 4. 

Police said they were not 
treating his death as suspicious 
but law firm Wragge and Co was 
called in after senior officials 
received an anonymous letter 
following the tragedy. 

The allegations were believed 
to include claims about 47-year- 
old Mrs Hill’s “domineering 
management style”. 



The married mother of three, 
who was assistant chief executive 
of Cambridge City Council 
during the 1990s, ignored calls 
from Communities Secretary Eric 
Pickles for council chief 
executives earning more than 
£200,000 to take a 10 per cent 
pay cut. 

A statement by the 
Conservative-run county council 
said its discipline and appeals 
committee decided there was no 
evidence to support claims of 
bullying or harassment, or that 
Mrs Hill was responsible for the 
death of David White, adding: 
“The committee wants to 
reassure staff that all allegations 
are treated extremely seriously.” 

The committee received a 


report into Mrs Hill’s expense 
claims during her tenure as chief 
executive and concluded that 
there was no dishonesty in the 
claims made - although there 
were claims which, in the current 
climate, might not represent best 
use of public money. 

The news was welcomed by 
Lib Dem opposition leader Kathy 
Pollard, who said: “The council’s 
controversial new strategic 
direction policy and the constant 
criticism of Andrea Hill have 
become so interlinked that it has 
distracted from the work the 
council is trying to do. 

“The Government is saying no 
council chief executive should be 
paid more than the Prime 
Minister and, given the current 
economic crisis and the cuts 
being made across the council, I 
hope the new chief executive will 
be offered a more sensible 
salary.” 

Emma Boon, from the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, said: “Suffolk 
taxpayers will be rightly 
disgusted Mrs Hill has received 
such a generous golden goodbye. 
She’s been cleared of any 
wrongdoing but it is outrageous 
to offer a departing member of 
staff at any level a whole year’s 
salary.”

Joint bid to halt 
market’s decline 


PLANS to rejuvenate 
Newmarket’s market 
must be driven forward 
or there could be no 
market left to move - 
according to the town 
council. 

Town and Forest Heath 
District councillors Mick 
lefferys and Warwick Hirst 
met Forest Heath officials to 
discuss the future of New¬ 
market’s market, and it was 
estimated that the regulatory 
and legal hurdles to moving 
the market to High Street 
would take between six 
months and a year to 
overcome. 

The stalls would line the 
street in place of the existing 
car parking bays and would

force the bays to be relocated. 
A consultation would be 
required, and the process 
could cost up to £10,000. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
Cllr lefferys said there was an 
agreement the ailing market 
could not just be left as it is, 
and said three scenarios have 
been proposed to save it. 

He said: “We will not give 
up. It may provoke the whole 
debate about town centres. 
Throughout Britain, there’s an 
issue about town centres, but 
having said that, there are 
successful markets and there’s 
no reason why our market 
should not be successful.” 


Speaking at a meeting of 
Newmarket Town Council, Cllr 
Peter Hulbert said: “We just 
cannot sit around on this. As I 
have said, we will have 
nothing to move otherwise." 

Another option for the 
market could see it remain in 
the Market Square and the site 
redeveloped, but planning 
permission was granted to 
Marks & Spencer five years 
ago to expand the building 
almost half way out into the 
square. 

While the shop no longer 
wants to do this, another store 
could. 

A row of small shops along 
the extension was part of the 
original plans. 

Cllr lefferys said: “Instead of 
looking like a car park, it 


would look much more like a 
shopping area. 

“A development in itself 
would create an interest. One 
of the ways of regenerating a 
town centre is to redevelop it.” 

The market could operate in 
the remaining space in the 
square, and spill into Well¬ 
ington Street, which could be 
pedestrianised, but this 
option carries a hefty bill of 
£280,000. 

Cllr lefferys said while the 
market was by no means in its 
death throes, change must be 
made to reverse its slow 
decline.

Osteopath Bruce Smart at 
Derby Cottage Clinic explains 
some of the many ways 
osteopathic care can intensify 
and treat a variety of health 
issues. 

While it is fairly common

Ban for motorist who 
drive Aston Martin at 
160mph on the A14 


A MOTORIST who drove an Aston 
Martin on the AJ4 at Higham at an 
estimated J60mph has been banned 
from driving. 

Tobias Baker, 34, who lived in The 
Street, Great Barton at the time of the 
offence and is now living in Kensington, 
appeared at Ipswich Crown Court on 
Friday. 

Baker pleaded guilty to a charge of 
dangerous driving on the busy road on 
October J6 last year. 

Naomi Turner, prosecuting, said 
Baker was spotted at 9.J5pm travelling 
between JJOmph and J20mph in wet 
conditions on the dual carriageway in 
an Aston Martin Vantage. 

PC Barry Humm, who had been 
parked on a slip road, set off in pursuit 
in his Volvo patrol car, but when the 
policeman reached J40mph, the Aston 
Martin was still pulling away from him. 

The court heard PC Humm was able 
to catch up with Baker and stop him in a 
supermarket car park after the Aston 
Martin slowed for a junction six miles 
later. 

Baker said to the officer: “There are no 
excuses for travelling at those speeds. All 
I can say is that I was trying to stay away 
from the traffic. I was an idiot.” 

The Aston Martin Vantage, which 


costs £95,000, has a top speed of 
J80mph. 

Kevin Toomey, mitigating, said Baker 
ran a mobile phone company and 
employed J2 people. 

The court heard Baker’s wife, 
Michelle, had suffered a recurrence of 
an eating disorder because she feared 
the case could result in her husband 
being jailed and losing the business. 

Mr Toomey said if Baker was sent to 
prison, there was no-one to take over his 
role within the business. 

Sentencing Baker, Judge John Devaux 
said: “Happily there was no accident as 
a result of your driving and there was 
therefore no actual damage or physical 
injury to anyone.” 

Judge Devaux described Baker’s 
offending as “serious”, but refrained 
from imposing a custodial sentence. 

He disqualified Baker from driving for 
J8 months, and told him will have to 
take an extended driving test before he 
is allowed to regain his licence. 

He was also handed a community 
order, which requires him carry out J80 
hours of unpaid community work 
within the next year, and he must pay 
£J,200 prosecution costs in the next J4 
days.

Death crash case 
on hold for reports 


A MAN who appeared in 
court charged with two 
counts of causing death by 
dangerous driving is yet to 
plead after the case was 
adjourned for psychological 
reports.

S OPHIE Ellis-Bextor’s latest album 
continues the neat line in 
sophisticated, grown-up disco 
she’s been crafting for herself since 
releasing the likes of Murder On The 
Dancefloor and Take Me Home in 2001. 

Make A Scene, her fourth long-player, 
was released earlier this month, 
although it was actually finished more 
than a year ago. 

But thanks to a little label wrangling, 
which resulted in Ellis-Bextor leaving 
Universal after a decade and setting up 
her own enterprise EBGBs (which 
stands for Ellis-Bextor Great Britain), 
it’s only just out. 

“It’s a big thing to have done, leaving 
a major label, but exciting, and I’m 
feeling very good about things,” she 
beams. “What we’ve managed to do in a 
year is amazing, and it’s all been fairly 
smooth. Starting my own label is 
something I’ve wanted to do for a little 
while but the timing had to be right.” 

Early signs point to the 32-year-old’s 
decision being a good one. Make A 
Scene went in at No 32 - more 
impressive than it might sound 


considering Take That released Progress 
on the same day, which flew to the top 
of the charts, while the Adele juggernaut 
shows no sign of slowing down. 

“I was a little bit nervous but the 
album’s been doing much better than I 
expected,” she admits. “It feels like a 
relief and an achievement, and the team 
I’ve got around me I think is the best 
I’ve had. I’m very proud.” 

Recorded in fits and starts, Make A 
Scene sees the singer collaborate with 
the likes of Freemasons, Calvin Harris, 
Cathy Dennis, Metronomy, Richard X 
and Armin Van Buuren. 

“I’ve not really stopped touring and 
recording for the past few years, so 
recording was sporadic,” she says. 

“With the collaborations you can’t 
always get everyone in one place.” 

While Make A Scene deals with its 
fair share of heartbreak and failed 
romance, in reality Ellis-Bextor is 
married with two children to The 
Feeling bassist Richard Jones and freely 
admits to being happier than ever. 

And it’s also proving to be a good 
summer for local Sophie Ellis-Bextor 
fans: earlier this month, she supported 
Erasure at their gig in Thetford Forest 
and, in two weeks’ time, she’ll be back 
in the area to join pop trio 
Scouting for Girls at the second of this 
summer’s Picnic Concerts at Audley 
End. 


“It’s lovely being out in the sunshine 
and surrounded by greenery, when 
everyone’s in a really good mood,” she 
says of these al fresco outings. “This is a 
very civilised tour - we’re doing every 
Friday and Saturday, so we get a little 
time off inbetween.” 

After the tour is finished the singer, 
who shot to prominence after lending 
her lyrics and vocals to Italian DJ 
Spiller’s Groovejet, does not want 
another delayed release, and is already 
planning to spend the autumn writing 
and recording her next batch of songs. 

Four albums into her career, Sophie 
counts herself incredibly lucky. 

“There is a lot of luck involved, which 
has only dawned on me in the past three 
or four years,” she admits. “I think when 
you start out you think you’re in control 
of everything and it’s all your choice, 
but as I’ve got older I’ve realised that’s 
not the case, and that’s how it should be. 

“I’m never going to grumble about 
anything, and I never want to feel like 
I’m owed anything. I think you should 
always be careful what you wish for, 
too, because you just might get it.”

Spanner 

O UR turbulent relationship 
with technology forms the 
central theme of Michael 
Frayn’s Alarms & Excursions - a 
cautionary tale about gadgets. 

When four friends sit down for a quiet 
evening, they find their peace disturbed by 
a series of bells, buzzers and a 
troublesome hi-tech corkscrew. A 
politician is lost for words when the 
autocue goes off script and an in-flight 
announcement ends with more than a 
seatbelt coming undone ... 

Described as “a clever, light buffet of 
ideas from a master of observational 
comedy”, Alarms and Excursions - which 
was first performed in 1998 - takes the 
form of several miniature plays and looks 
at what happens when the modern world 
goes wrong. 

“Most of Alarms and Excursions is 
about our relationship with machines and 
how treacherous they can be in their 
dealings with us,” Frayn says. 

“We have always had this relationship 
with tools and the progress which they are 
supposed to bring has always been 
double-edged. We invented a hammer, a 
device that was so much better at banging 
in nails than anything we’d had before, but 
also something which could give you a 
painful blow on the thumb. What messes 
up machines are human intentions. 

Inventing something invariably leads to 
unintended consequences: machines mean 
that things never work out as expected.” 

In the first play, Doubles , two couples 
book adjoining rooms in one of the 
identikit hotels which are such a feature of 
modern-day travel. 

“I’m pointing out how things today are 
made affordable by repeating the same 
pattern over and over again,” Frayn 
explains. “When the hotel rooms are 
exactly the same as each other, different 
couples fall into similar patterns of 
behaviour. People have become

dependent on things always being the 
same - which is why when one of the men 
gets up in the middle of the night to have 
a pee, he’s conditioned to finding the loo 
in exactly the same place as it was in the 
hotel room where he slept 24 hours 
earlier. But he’s forgotten that he’s in a 
different hotel and in his confusion he 
falls over the furniture.” 

In Toasters, Frayn illustrates a social 
dilemma which most of us have faced 
without finding a workable solution. 

“We’ve all attended functions where 
we’ve spent most of the time, sitting, 
listening to endless speeches. But the 
moment will come when you’ll be 
expected either to applaud or to drink a 
toast. But which is it to be? It’s one of the 
fundamental difficulties of life. It’s 


extremely difficult to clap your hands if 
you’re already holding a full glass.” 

For Alarms and Excursions, Frayn uses 
a cast of two men and two women, and he 
chose a similar four-handed format for 
Benefactors, his 1983 play. 

“I like to keep the size of the cast fairly 
tight - for aesthetic as well as financial 
reasons,” he says. “What’s the point of 
having an actor whose sole function is to 
announce that ‘the carriage awaits’ at 
some point in the performance?” 

This latest revival of Alarms and 
Excursions contains new material written 
especially for the 2011 tour.

TOM Hanks and Julia 
Roberts are two of the most 
successful actors of their 
generation. 

Thanks to Forrest Gump, 
Apollo 13 and the Toy Story 
trilogy, Hanks is one of the 
highest-grossing actors at 
the box office and Roberts 
was reportedly the first 
actress to command a fee of 
$20 million for a role. So they 
seem an unlikely choice to 
play characters who have 
fallen on hard times in this 
recession-themed romantic 
comedy directed by Hanks 
and co-written by Nia 
Vardalos {My Big Fat Greek 
Wedding). 

In the case of the titular 
everyman, he overcomes 
redundancy by dressing 20 
years younger, slicking up his 
hair, swapping his gas- 
guzzling car for a scooter 
and broadening his 
education. 

Essentially, he gets down 
with the kids. 

Larry Crowne (Hanks) works 
as a team leader at a 


superstore, where the staff 
adores him. 

But he gets downsized 
because he has no 
educational qualifications 
and cannot climb the 
corporate ladder. Concerned 
about how he will pay the 
mortgage, Larry decides to 
broaden his skills base by 
enrolling for public speaking 
and economics classes. Larry 
meets feisty teacher 
Mercedes Tainot (Roberts), 
who is stuck in an unfulfilling 
marriage to her husband, 
Dean (Bryan Cranston). 

Larry gains in confidence 
with encouragement from 


classmate Talia (Gugu 
Mbatha-Raw) and next-door 
neighbours Lamar (Cedric 
The Entertainer) and B'Ella 
(Taraji P Henson). 

Eventually, he man musters 
the courage to ask Mercedes 
to join him on his haphazard 
journey of self-discovery. 
Although there is no 
palpable screen chemistry 
between Hanks and Roberts, 
and neither actor is 
stretched by their role. 

When Mercedes muses, "I 
wonder if I make a dollop of 
difference to anybody?", we 
have to regretfully concede 
that for us, she doesn't.

gardens. 

All sweet peas need to be staked 
and many gardeners use wigwams or 
other supports to show them to then- 
best. However, the plants can only 
cling to narrow supports, says 
Cholmeley. 

“Sweet peas cannot climb up 
bamboo because it's too wide for their 
tendrils, so you need to put netting 
around a wigwam. They need full sun 
to develop their scent. 

“There are various theories that if 
you cut off the tendrils and tie them 
in, all the energy will be going into 
flowering and leaf production. Some 
growers restrict the plants to one stem, 
which will give them less blooms, but 
much bigger flowers.” 

If scent is your main priority, good 
varieties include Matucana, a deep 
purple and maroon variety, and 
Painted Lady, an attractive pink and 
white bi-colour from the 18th century. 

Among Cholmeley’s favourites is 
Promise, which is pink and white, and 
the deep red Winston Churchill. 

Don’t plant them with anything 
which is going to compete for 
nutrients, she advises. Good plant 
partners include annuals such as Gilia 
tricolor, Iceland poppies or salvias, or 
perennials including alchemilla and 
catmint. 

Avoid placing them next to 
crocosmias, which carry a virus that 
will spread to the sweet peas causing 
yellow mottling on the plants. 

Of course, the more you cut sweet 
peas, the more they will flower. Never

of success 


T HE myriad colours and 
delicious scent of the 
sweet pea have made this 
popular annual as synonymous 
with the summer cottage 
garden as the English rose. 

These easy-to-grow climbers are at 
home in borders, weaving their way 
up wigwams and obelisks or 
scrambling through shrubs, or in the 
vegetable garden grown with green 
beans, encouraging pollinating insects 
to the area which will in turn create a 
better crop. 

“The key to every sweet pea is the 
size of its root. The longer you can 
allow the roots to grow, the better 
blooms you will have during the 
summer,” says Lady Ursula 
Cholmeley, owner and manager of 
Easton Walled Gardens in 
Lincolnshire, which raises hundreds 
of sweet pea plants from seed in the 
greenhouses. They can be seen in lull 
bloom during Sweet Pea Week, which 
runs until Sunday. 

Gardeners whose sweet peas are 
looking weak and wishy-washy 
should boost them with a foliar feed 
which they can attach to they garden 
hose or dilute with water in a watering 
can. A feed such as Growmore is 
ideal, she says. 

“However, if you’ve prepared the 
soil well beforehand, adding plenty of 
organic matter, you shouldn’t need to 
feed them,” she notes. 

You can sow them twice a year, 
once in late autumn and again in

spring, to ensure a succession of 
blooms throughout the summer. 
Autumn-sown plants flower in early 
summer, spring-sown varieties later 
on in the summer. 

Sow sweet peas in autumn in a cool 
greenhouse or cold frame in regular 
potting compost. Once the seedlings 
start to grow they need to be kept as 
small as possible, so avoid giving 
them any warmth. 

They can be planted out in spring, 
from March onwards, in a sunny 
position, and will withstand light frost 
but not a more severe hoar frost, so 
keep a check on weather forecasts and 
protect them with horticultural fleece 
if a harsh frost is predicted. 

Spring-sown varieties can be sown 
directly into the ground and should 
flower later on in the summer. 

At Easton Walled Gardens, spread 
over 12 acres, more than 50 types of 
sweet pea - heritage, modem, scented, 
striped, edged and bi-colour - are 
displayed on canes, dmms and 
wigwams throughout the pickery (cut 
flower garden), vegetable and cottage 


let them go to seed or that sends a 
message to the plant that 
flowering is over. 

Don’t try to arrange them 
neatly in a vase - it's nigh on 
impossible - just bunch the cut 
blooms together and let them go 
their own way. They may only 
last a couple of days but the 
scent will permeate your 
rooms. 

Many gardeners report little 
black beetles (pollen beetles) 
in the flowers, which puts 
them off cutting them for 
indoors. 

“If you have this problem, 
when you pick them put 
them into a dark place with 
one light source (they are 
attracted to light), then 
they will head towards 
that light source and you 
can take the flowers into 
the house.” 

The beetles are also 
attracted to yellow flowers, so 
consider growing a ‘sacrifice plant’ 
such as a hypericum with large, bright 
yellow flowers, next to the sweet peas. 

At Easton Walled Gardens, the 
sweet peas are rotated as you would 
vegetables, to avoid a build-up of 
disease, but Cholmeley says she 
knows people who have planted their 
sweet peas in the same place every 
year with success.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls.

I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is

date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Send off change of address cards. 

Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address.

Kirk’s a Diamond geezer 


RICHARD Kirk has claimed the 
biggest victory of his water ski 
racing career at the age of 35. 
The Newmarket skier won the 
men’s Formula 2 title at the 
prestigious Viersel Diamond 
Europe Cup race in Belgium 
following a nip-and-tuck duel 
with Reach-based Jack Lynch. 
Kirk completed the canal 
course just a few seconds 
ahead of Lynch to take the 
honours, with both racers 
having already been picked for 
the British squad for 
the world championships in 
Australia in September. 

He said: “It’s brilliant. I’ve 
been trying to win the 
Diamond race for 10 years 
and I’ve finally done it. 

“It’s not an easy race to win 
because it’s close-quarters 
racing and you need a bit of 
luck as well. It’s a showcase 
event and a brilliant spectacle 
because with 30 
boats going around, it’s like 
ski-ing in a washing machine. 


“Everyone gets excited when 
you’re racing neck-and-neck 
as we were, and I just 
managed to hold Jack off.” 
Lynch, 22, who won the 
Formula 1 crown at the 
illustrious Catalina race in the 
USA last year, was pleased 
with his runners-up spot after 
putting a series of boat 
problems and race 
cancellations earlier in the 
season behind him. 

He said: “My boat broke down 
in my first race and then two 
were called off due to bad 
weather, so we’d been 
struggling to get out. But I’d 
finished third in my last race 
in Essex, so I knew I was 
starting to get back to my 
normal form. I just couldn’t 
quite catch Richard. He just 
had the legs, but I’ll be 
focusing on doing well in the 
last three races of the British 
Series before the worlds.” 
Newmarket’s Jake Frame 
finished fifth in the Viersel 
Diamond junior race.
